K6WHP is correct. I am a Biomedical Equipment Tech and work for a local 
hospital. We swap out most gelcell batteries every two year. I and most of 
my colleagues have found that in medical equipment, i.e., defibrillators, 
infusion pumps, etc, two years is about it. It is not worth the wrath of a 
doctor or nurse when the battery goes dead, or the lawsuit or worse, a 
patient not being treated in a timely manner. Most of these batteries are 
"medical grade" meaning that they are of good quality and should have many 
years of service left for radio use. So, if you do go to your local 
hospital, ask for the Biomedical Engineering Dept, or Clinical Engineering 
Dept. Speak to the lead tech and tell him what you will use them for. Most 
are not hams but are familiar with hams because most hospitals have 
agreements with the local ARES group. I have ten battery packs (12V, 7aH ) 
on my bench right now that were removed from defibs. Nothing wrong with 
them, just they are two years old. Anyway, good luck with your battery hunt 
and if any one is in Santa 

Cruz stop by Dominican Hospital and ask for the Biomed Shop, I should have 
batteries under my bench.

I need to know the last 2 chips in the Frequency Counter that A&A Engineering sold 
as a kit in the early 1990s. 

I bought my kit in 1992 #165 (PC # 492-165-0) which was based on the QST Article 
of Feb 1989.

In these applications, they usually throw them out with alot of life left 
in them because the cost of the battery is insignificant to the cost of a 
battery failure. 

I recently obtained two 7.2AH Gel Cells this way. Neither of them 
was older than two years. Both of them work wonderfully.
